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OUR CORONATION SUMMER

"Some day I'm going back to Loch Lomond," mused Sareh. "Some day I'm going to Swanage 
and Belfast," dreamed Alice. "Some day" began to take concrete form in February 1953 when 
We made arrangements to take an escorted tour of Europe ending in London with the Coronation 
of Queen Elizabeth II. 


Our party of twenty-one sailed from New York on the Queen Mery April 28th landing at 
Cherbourg, France five days later. We spent five days in Paris, seeing the usual and unusual 
sights, then took the famous Blue Train to Nice. We had two days in that beautiful city on 
the blue, blue Mediterranean. We were taken by bus, along the Sea and through the mountains 
to Genoa, Italy, via Monte Carlo. From there we went by train to Rome. 


After spending four days seeing Rome, with its interesting history, we went to Florence, 
Venice and Milan, spending a few days in each. Our last day in Italy was spent on Lake Como. 
Fron there we went to Lucerne, Switzerland, where we spent three grand days, then on to Brus- 
sels and Amsterdam. On our free day there we two took train to Leyden to see the Pieterskirk, 
where the Pilgrims worshipped with the Rev. John Robinson before their return to Plymouth, Eng- 
land and their departure for America on the Mayflower. Om the evening of May 29th we took the 
channel boat from the Hook of Holland to Harwich,England, arriving early the morning of the 
30th. 


When we arrived in London it was Decoration Day at home but it was also decoration day in 
London for the City was ablaze with flowers, banners and streamers in honor of its beloved 
Queen. We spent that day seeing London; the next day we were taken to Oxford, Stratford-on- 
Avon and to Sulgrave Manor, the ancestral home of George Washington. We were interested to 
learn that this memorial is jointly administered by Great Britain and the United States. 


At last the great day of Tuesday, June 2nd arrived! We were awakened at 4:30, breakfast 
was at 5:15 and at 5:45 we were in taxis on the way to our seats on the Coronation route. The 
day reminded us of late March or early April at home; a cold rain fell most of the day, with 
only fleeting glimpses of sunshine and blue sky. However, we were prepared for it with heavy 
suits, two wool sweaters apiece, hat or headscarf, gloves, top coats, plastic rain coats and 
boots, as well as a wool serape over our laps, football fashion. 


All of us had anticipated a long dull time between 6 AM and 2:30 PM, when the procession 
was due to reach us. We were in a covered stand in front of Apsley House, near the Marble 
Arch on Hyde Park. But, we were pleasantly surprised. Mbst of the troops from the far flung 
colonial empire were bivouaced in Hyde Park, so had to pass us on the way to take their places 
in the line of march, pass in front of us later in the formal procession, then again on their 
return about 4 PM. Too, we saw many of the lords and ledies in their finery, on their way to 
the Abbey. 


Meny people have asked us about food, sanitary facilities, etc. As we entered our grand- 
stand each was given a lunch box containing four sandwiches, an egg, a tomato, an apple, cook- 
ies and candy. Long buffet tables were set up under the stands, serving tea and coffee, etc. 
All this was included in our admittance ticket; we could help ourselves as often as we liked. 
One section of the ground floor was given over to television viewing, other sections to sani- 
tary facilities, first aid stations, newstands and souvenir stands. 


411 day the radios gave us & running commentary on the ceremonies in Westminster Abbey, 
then the start of the procession as it left the Abbey. About 2:45 the Procession reached us, 
taking about an hour to pass. Excitement reigned but the crowd of SOOO in our stand was 
amazingly orderly. No one stood up, thus everyone saw everything and snapped pictures with- 
out obstruction.

We had excellent views of Sir Winston and Lady Churchill, the colonial dignitaries, the & 
Queen of Tonga, the Queen Mother and Princess Margaret. ‘Then at last - the Golden Coach - 
and we had a good look at both the Queen and the Duke of Edinburg. 


We were advised to stay in our seats until 4:30 by which time the crowd had thinned con- 
siderably. Our party started to walk to our hotel. We two reached there about 5:45, tired 
and bedraggled, but very happy over having had the privilege of being present. 


We stayed on at the hotel wntil the following Monday, seeing historic London and vicinity. 
We could step on a bus outside our hotel and be at Oxford or Picadilly Circus within fifteen 
minutes for "thruppence", about four cents in our money. Our first genealogical venture was 
a visit to Somerset House, where all vital records since 1636 are on file. Sarah had the 
satisfaction of finding her father and mother's wedding record and getting a copy of it. (Her 
mother had been on a tour with a group of Michigan teachers; her father went over to meet her 
and they were married in London.) Alice did not find the 1819 and 1830 records for which she 
was searching. Since this church was mentioned in the Serrell family tree, we went to All 
Hallows By-the-Tower, a bombed out church, which was being restored. The parish records were 
not there but are presumably in Westminster. All Hallows was founded in 673. We also visited 
City Road Chapel, shrine of Methodism, and visited the crypt in which are interred the remains 
of John Wesley and one of Alice's forefathers, John Murlin. 


Before we left hame we had made arramgements with the AAA to hire a Morris Minor car in 
London. On our arrival there our confirmation was waiting for us at the hotel, together with 
our English driver's licenses. We betook ourselves to the Royal Automobile Club, presented 
our AAA membership card and our auto confirmation letter and requested routings for our long 
dreamed of trip. Two days later we picked up our maps. On June 8th the car was delivered to 
us at our hotel, canplete with a pilot driver, who drove us sixteen miles through the City and 
out on the Great West Road, explaining the strange car and the strange traffic rules. As we 
bid him goodbye we wondered if he expected to see us, or the car, intact three weeks hence. 


Now we were on our own in "Little Iulu," as we named the car. The driver sat on the 
right side of the car, shifted gears (four speeds ahead) with her left hand. (Where was the 
reverse gear? We forgot to ask and we didn’t know until that night when we asked our inn- 
keeper). Out on the open road it was easy, but when we got to Winchester, where we wanted to 
see the Cathedral, it was all different. The City is very hilly, the traffic was very heavy. 
Weil, we did not find a parking space and we did not see the inside of the Cathedral. We 
stayed that night at Lyndhurst, in the New Forest, 101 miles from London and we were exhausted 


The next morning we drove the ten miles to Lymington to take ferry to the Isle of Wight. 
We wanted to see Queen Victoria's home and Tennyson’s home, which we did. Lymington - wait a 
minute - that was one of the basic spots on the Serrell-Footner family tree! We went to the 
City Clerk's office. He sent us to Mr. King in the Stationers Shop (he is the local histor- 
ian), and he sent us to the Vicar, after first taking us to the storeroom of his shop and 
showing us civil records going back into the 1700s. He later mailed us data pertaining to the 
Footners and Boorns which he gleaned from these old records. Rev. Bostock wasn't home, so we 
returned to Lyndhurst crestfallen. The next morning was beautiful, the car no longer intimi- 


dated us, so we went back to Lymington to see Rev. Bostock and the parish records of St. 
Thomas and All Saints Church. 


The Reverend wasn’t exactly enthralled with the idea of looking back on the records, but 
he did. It was certainly a thrill to see the marriage license of John Serrell and Turtle Dove 
on April 24, 1746. I had known her as "Tuttle----." Also we found births, deaths and marriages 
for other members of the fanilies. One of the important bits was on the marriage record of 
John Boorn and Ann Footner when it called him "of Stockbridge." (This is near Winchester and 
in the Winchester records in Burton I found many members of my Boorn family.) After bidding 


Rev. Bostock goodbye, (he called American drivers "menaces"), we started on west toward 
Swanage. 


Swanage, an intriguing name! John De Serres left France in 1572 and settled in Swanage, 
Dorset as Serrell. The family tree is sketchy from then until 1746, and I hoped to fill it 
in. While trying to do so by mail I had corresponded with Rev. and Mrs. R. W. Charlesworth of a 
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Langton Matravers, who had urged me to visit them. Rev. C. had sent me reams of Serrell data 
from the records of St. Mary the Virgin Parish Church in Swanage and St. George Parish Church 
in Langton Matravers (about three miles from Swanage). We arrived safely and were made very 
welcome. The following day we visited the two churches and churchyards and saw Serrell records 
going back to 1613. One section of the village is still called "Serrell's Cottages." They 
took us to call on people who had known the last Serrells to live there, and we heard many in- 
teresting stories. Also, the caretaker took us around the Manor House where they had lived. 


It was time to move on towards Kingskerswell in Devonshire, a name known to me through our 
Bible records. I found two family graves. Again the Vicar was absent, so I did not see the 
Church records. We went on to Torquay and to the Church there, only to find that it was too 
new, my records would be at the Old Torre Church - some miles distant. By this time it was 
getting late, so I had to give up that dream. The next morning we went on to Plymouth where 
we visited the Mayflower memorial and saw many historic spots. 


Now it was time to turn north and cover territory. We thought nothing of driving 400 
miles in a day at home with the Chrysler, but not with Little Imlu. Same 172 miles was the 
most we ever made and we were tired. Usually we drove 35-40m.p.h. although we did have it as 
high as 50 once or twice, its top speed. We learned later that the motor is about the size of 
a motorcycle motor in this country, eight horsepower. The car was less than five feet high, 
and so amall inside that one could turm off the windshield wiper and reach to the back of the 
back seat with one hand. In spite of its size it rode smoothly and was easy to handle. Petrol 
(gasoline), was about 60¢ an imperial (5 qt.) gallon but we averaged 52 miles per gallon of gas. 


Fram Plymouth we went north: Taunton, Bristol, Gloucester, Stratford-on-Avon (couldn't 
get seats for the play that evening so went on), Chester (saw that beautiful Cathedral thor- 
oughly), and Liverpool. We left our large luggage at the Cunard office to await our sailing 
date. Then on to Preston, Blackpool, Carlisle, Scotland and Dumfries. We visited the home 
and grave of Bobby Burns. 


Now for Belfast!! We drove to Stranraer, Scotland with the idea of taking the car across 
on the ferry. However, we found that the ferry charges for the car were prohibitive - over 
$40 for the round trip, which takes two and a fourth hours each way. We "garaged" the car in 
Stranraer. We arrived in Belfast at 9:15 AM, checked in at a hotel and started to work on 
Alice's Presbyterian record search. No luck at the Public Records Office. At the Linen Hall 
Library, no Inck. At the Presbyterian Historical Society, no luck. They all had nice records 
for someone else, but none for the Hamilton Davis fanily who left there in 1819. Family tra- 
dition says that the Davis fanily “lived seven miles from Belfast, near the steeple of Drun- 
bow,” so we took a taxi out to Drumbow. The old church is gone, the records are missing and 
the new church people know nothing of them. We also tried the Baillie's Mills Presbyterian 
church in that neighborhood with no luck. So back to Belfast we went, heartbroken. 


The next day we rode a sightseeing bus to the Glens of Antrim. It was a beautiful day 
and a very scenic trip. We arrived back in Belfast about five and took the six o'clock boat 
pack to Stranraer. Fran there it was on to Loch Lomond. Through Ayr with its memories of 
Bobbie Burns, Glasgow and Edinburg. We arrived just before the Queen was due there and the 
hotels were filled. We tried five or six before we found accommodations for two nights, then 
had to find another one to take us the other two nights. Agein we garaged the car and rode 
busses. We went to the American Express office for mail end had six letters, the first we had 
had since leaving London sixteen days ago. 


On Sarah's birthday cane the trip to Loch Lomond and the Trossachs. We left at 9:15 and 
returned at 7:45 riding about 200 miles in a jolting old style bus, but we enjoyed every mi- 
nute. It had been 44 years since Sarah was last there. Too, our guide was a walking ency- 
clopedia of Scottish history. 


Qne day we took a tour of the City of Edinburg; one day we took an eight hour trip to 
Abbotaford (home of Sir Walter Scott), Melrose Abbey (built 1146) and Dryburg Abbey (built be- 
fore 1168). Our last trip was a long one that took us about 250 miles across the Firth of 
Forth, through Perth, through the Valley called the "Spittal of Glenshee” and on to Braemar, 
the home of the Scottish Highland Gemes and famous for its cashmere sweaters. We learned more 

» Scottish history that day too. 
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By that time it was June 25th and time to turn Little Lulu southward. The English Lake 
District is as beautiful as the poet Wordsworth described it. We visited the Museum at Kes- 
wick and saw manuscripts and pictures of Wordsworth, Coleridge, Southey, DeQuincey, Shelley, 
Mertineau and Ruskin. We stayed overnight at "The Swan" in Grassmere, made famous by one of 
Wordsworth's poems. Then onward through Preston, Bridgenorth, Kidderminster and into Stratford- 
on-Avon again. This time we had secured tickets in advance to see "Richard III” at the Memo- 
rial Theatre. Then on to Banbury Cross, Cambridge and Rochester. 


In the summer of 1952 the Mayor and Mayoress of Rochester, Kent, made a worldwide tour of 
Rochesters and were our house guests while in Michigan. Naturally they invited us to visit 
them. We arrived in Rochester, Kent about noon, had our lunch at the hotel and then phoned mw. 
and Mrs. Anderson. We went to their home for tea and a visit, but did not have time to stay 
very long. He asked us if we would be in london the following Friday. When we answered in the 
affirmative, he invited us to have lunch with them in the House of Commons that day, as guests 
of the Member from Kent, Mr. Bottomley. Excited? Yes! But our good clothes were 200 miles 
away in Liverpool. We had only the felt hats we had bought in Detroit and they had now seen 
their best days. Nor did we have gloves. We could foresee that our first errand in London 
would be to have our dresses pressed and to buy hats and gloves. 


We went on to Canterbury Cathedral, where we spent several hours, and then to Dover. Then 
we turned west and north, skirted out around London on our way to Reading, going through Egham 
and past the fields of Runneymede where the Barons made King John sign the Magna Carta. It is 
now a National Park. Sarah had a letter of introduction from Professor Weaver of MSC to the 
Director of the Institute for Dairy Research at Shinfield, near Reading. We stayed there for 
about an hour, then started for London where we arrived in noon hour traffic. 


So, we reached the White House Hotel, our starting point, on July lst - 24 days and 1896 
miles later. We hadn't put a scratch on the car, due to good driving, Providence, good luck 
or the presence of the U. S. flag sticker on the front and back windows. The same pilot driver 
came for the car and so we severed our friendship with Little Lulu with regret. 


We did our shopping; went to the very interesting, good luncheon with the Andersons in the 
House of Commons, (a rare treat for Americans); saw two theatres and a movie; finished our 
sightseeing (including Westminster Abbey and two museums), and took train for Blackpool. 


At Blackpool we attended the Royal Agricultural Show. Our special interest was the pre- 
sence there of a 4-H dairy judging team from MSC, canpeting with teams of youngsters from five 
other countries. We also saw their chaperones, Professor and Mrs. Pierson of MSC. We spent 


parts of three days at the Show, finally leaving for Liverpool on July llth to sail for home 
on the "Media." 


It was a wonderful twelve weeks but some day we are going back to see the things we 
missed, including Winchester Cathedral!

WAYNE COUNTY RETURNS FROM THE MICHIGAN TERRITORIAL CENSUS OF 1827 
Copied from the original records by 
Mrs. Edgar M. Montgomery and Mrs. Raymond Millbrook 


In 1827 Wayne County, Michigan, occupying the same area which it has today, was subdivided 
into the City of Detroit and into eight townships whose limits are indicated in the map below. 
A territorial census taken that same year counted all the county's population into five cate- 
gories: heads of families listed by name, white males under 21 years, white males over 21 
years, white females, and colored persons, the last four classes indicated by mmber only. Re- 
turns for the City of Detroit were published as a special folding chart, next to page 461, in 
Vol. XII, 1887, of the Michigan Pioneer and Historical Collections.

The name of this femily has various permutations in this country: fFfelch, Falch, MFalch, 
Feltch and Felch. In Wales it has been subject to further changes, such as: fFelcks, Foulches, 
and Foulcks. The family is of the same descent as the Hughes, Barons of Edeirnion, County 
Merioneth, Wales, who derive a reyal lineage, through the ancient Princes of Powys and the 
monarchs of North and South Wales, fram Roderick the Great or Rhodri Mawr.

Henry Felch, the immigrant ancestor, was one of the earliest settlers and proprietors of 
Gloucester, Mass., in 1641 and of Watertown in 1642. From the records, he seems to have moved 
to Boston just before the death of hia first wife and remained there until his own death. ‘the 
inventory of his estate, taken Aug. 18, 1670, amounted to 101 pounds, 1 shilling, 6 pence.

Henry Felch, Jr. undoubtedly enigrated to this country with his father about 1640, settled 
first in Watertown, and then removed to Reading in 1647, where he was selectman in 1647, 48, 
r+] 51 and 81, and was generelly called “Sargeant or Sergeant". He appears to have been one of

the people who did not appreciate Puritan customs and institutions. Q Sept. 10, 1653, he 
was convicted at Reading of the heinous crime of “departing the public assembly when the or- 
dnance of baptism was about to be administered, was admonished by the Court of his sins and 
ordered to pay costs to Jonas Eaton, two shillings". In 1648 at the first election of sur- 
veyors of highways Henry Felch was chosen to serve. The inventory of his estate which was 
taken Dec. 13, 1699, amounted to 283 pounds and 11 shillings.

John Felch removed from Reading to Weston probably shortly after the incorporation of 
Weston in 1709, so that he was one of the earliest settlers there. In 1686 he paid an 
assessment for land which the town of Reading had purchased from the Indians; 1688 his name 
was on the list of subscribers for a new meeting house; 1692 there was a general division of 
lands on the Easterly and Westerly sides of town. The list of the names of the drawers is 
given, with their respective minister taxes and among them is John Felch, 11 shillings. In 
1699 he was appointed administrator of his father's estate, when the widow refused the 
appointment on account of age and weakness.

Nathaniel Felch evidently spent most of his life in Reading and Weston, Mass. In 1754 
he was appointed Sealer of Weights and Measures and in 1755 a Fence Viewer. In 1755 he and 
others were on a committee to dispose of pews in the Meeting House and in 1756 he was 
given a pew in the Meeting House between the Men's Stairs and the West Door. He was on the 
South Side tax list for many years. To date, the place and time of his death have not been 
found.

Apr. 22, 1771, 
the leading men in the Society, viz: John Felch and others, were chosen "to treat with the 
Westminster Society about an amicable settlement of the dispute between said societies, 
respecting loan of school money, etc." In the History of Windham County, p. 305 - "John 
Felch, though advanced in years, still served the town in many capacities. He was called 
"old Esquire Felch, long known and respected in Canterbury".

Abijah Felch Sr. lived in Waltham, Easton, and Ipswich, Mass., for a time, and about 
1782 removed to Limerick, Maine, having received a grmt of land, probably for services 
rendered in the Revolutionary War. The place where he settled in Limerick was called "Felch 
Corner". The old homestead there is a beautiful two story white house surrounded by towering 
trees and fluwering shrubbery. It was passed down from Abijah Sr., to Amos Sr., Amos Jr., 
Charles and then t Harrison Felch, who sold it. 

Abijah served on several camnittees in both Massachussetts and Maine, and served in the 
Revolutionary War in 1776 end 1777. York County Deeds show that he bought a mimber of lots 
of land, several mmdred acres it appears, in 1778, 79, 80, and 1/16 part of a saw mill. He 
was the first town clerk in Limerick in 1787 when the towm was incorporated, also clerk in 
1792, 1801, 02, 03; town treasurer for a mmber of years; selectman 1789-90; elected to the 
General Court in 1813, the year before he died. It is said that his sons were all large 
stalwart men, tall and straight, and weighed about two hundred pounds each. The Baptist 
Church records gives numerous accounts of his activities as a member.

He had seven children born 
at Limerick before he, with all his fanily married and single, removed in March 1833 to New 
Limerick, Aroostook Co., Me. Later he lived in Township Letter A, Washington Co., Me., where 
he died at his home, called the “Letter A House." The inventory of his estate, dated at Houl- 
ton, Me., Apr. 7, 1836, amounted to more than $4000, a goodly sum for that day and age.

(Note: Due to an error in the previous installment, Semuel Sibley of the third generation was 
not given the number 4 as he should have been and that mumber was assigned instead to Jonathan 
of the fourth generation. But since Solomon Sibley*s mother was also a Sibley, her grand- 
father, Sanuel Sibley, should here be included in the genealogy at this point where the mater- 
nal line digressed. YFrom here on, the numbering has been corrected.) 


4. SAMUEL SIBLEY (Joseph 2, John 1) was baptized in Salem, Mass., May 16, 1697; d. Sutton, 
Mess. before Feb. 27, 1730 (17317); mar. Sutton, Aug. 6, 1722, Martha Dike, b. Ipswich, Mass. 
about 1700; d. Sutton, Oct. 5 or 6, 1775, dan. of Nathaniel and Mergery Dike of Sutton. She 
mar. 2nd, April 10, 1740, Semmel Daggett, of Sutton. The Congregational Church Records of 
Sutton contain evidence that Sanuel Sibley died prior to the birth of his son Benjamin. 


If Sanuel Sibley was born in the year 1697, he was about 21 years of age when his brothers 
came to Sutton. The earliest record we have of Sammel Sibley as a resident of Sutton, appears 
in a deed, recorded in Suffolk County, by which on Nov. 7, 1721, he deeded 51 acres of land in 
the Town of Sutton "commonly known as the Setlers land" to John Curtis of the Tow of Gloces- 
ter, in Essex County. This land was a part of the 13th lot in the 2nd Division, laid out to 
the 25th lot, lying at the east end of that lot. This deed was recorded Oct. 8, 1722. 


Worcester County Deeds reveal that on March 12, 1721/22, Samuel Sibley of Sutton, County 
of Suffolk, sold to Jonathan Sibley of Sutton, land in Sutton, situated in Ramshorn Meadow, 
the 5th lot in mmber. The deed was witnessed by William and Hannah Sibley. The transaction 
was acknowledged by Samuel Sibley, March 1, 1722/23 and recorded Ang. 20, 1731. Om April 25, 
1729, Sammel Sibley sold all his right and title to the land owned by his father "late Deceased’ 
in Sutton Propriete to his brother Benjamin. On Feb. 2, 1731/32 David Harwood and Samel Yat- 
ers made oath that they saw Samel Sibley execute and sign the above and witnessed same.

5. ENSIGN JONATHAN SIBLEY (Joseph 3, Joseph 2, John 1), was born in the Town of Sutton, Worces- 
ter (then Suffolk) County, Mass., Sept. 11, 1718; “owed the covenant" and was baptized with 
his brothers, John and James and sister Elizabeth, in the Congregational Church at Sutton, on 
May 10, 1730; died at Sutton, March 30, 1787, aged nearly 69 years; mar. at Sutton, Dec. 3, 
1739, Henneah Burnap, b. Reading, Mass., July 17, 1721; bp. July 23, 1721, daw. of Ebenezer and 
Hannah (Lilley) Burnap, of Reading; 4. Sutton, Mass., Oct. 19, 1816, aged 95 years. 


Worcester County, Mass. Deeds furnish sane information in regard to the transfers of lend 
belonging to the Sibleys. Joseph Sibley Jr. of Sutton, on April 4, 1749, deeded to Jonathan 
Sibley of Sutton, a half part of his hanestead farm, where he then dwelt; the orchards, build- 
ings, priviledges and appurtenances “of what name or nature soever" were included in the trans- 
fer of property. By the will of Joseph Sibley 3 dated April 4, 1749, his youngest son, 
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Jonathan Sibley inherited all lands remaining undisposed of together with all the buildings, 
improvements and outlands. Jonathan Sibley, yeaman, also owned five acres of land in Sutton 
purchased from Jonathan Nichols on April 12, 1754. 


On June 13, 1777 “in the first year of American Independence," Jonathan Sibley of Sutton, 
sold to his youngest son, Tarrant Sibley, one half of his home farm "that I now live on except 
a five acre lott I bought of Jonathan Nichols." One helf of the dwelling house and barn and 
one half of a tract of woodland, containing 73 acres was incluged. In the year 1786, om Feb. 
23rd, Jonathan Sibley of Sutton, sold to his son, Tarrant Sibley "the whole remaining part of 
my farm that I now live on that is not already deeded away to him in Sutton." The home lot 
contained about 40 acres and was bounded northerly on the Mendon Road. The five acre parcel of 
land, a piece of woodland and pasture containing 60 acres was included. 


Benedict's History of Sutton informs us that the house on this farm was first built by 
Joseph Sibley. It was enlarged by his son Jonathan and finished in its present (1878) form by 
Tarrant Sibley. In 1878, the house was owned by Waldo Putnam who married a grand-daughter of 
Tarrant Sibley. All of Jonathan Sibley'’s children were born on this farm, including Reuben, 
father of Solanon Sibley, in whose line we are interested. Quoting from the history of Sutton, 
"This farm has been productive of great and good men.” Old men speak of Jonathan Sibley as a 
large man, “almost a giant." 


The name of Jonathan Sibley, Ensign, appears in a list of officers and men from the Town 
of Sutton, in Colonial service for various lengths of time from 1755 to 1761. (History of Sut- 
ton, p. 778).

In the probate of the estate of Samuel Sibley, the name of his son, Nathaniel appears 
second in a list of four sons, son Samel being the first mentioned.

G. S. and Dec. 24, 1807, with the notation "Probably same as above." A letter written by Reu- 
ben Sibley, dated at Sutton Aug. 18, 1806, to his son, Solomon Sibley in Detroit, proves the 
first date incorrect. He writes as follows: “Your Grandparents are both living and with your 
Uncle Jonas as when you left Sutton." (Jonas was their youngest son.) He also mentioned his 
own mother saying, “likewise your grendmother, my Mother, is living and as well as usual for 
persons of her age."

Daggett. Reuben Sibley, Gent. and his wife Ruth Sibley on March 25, 1790, deeded three parcels 
of land in Sutton to John Stockwell of Sutton. Qme piece with the buildings thereon contained 
15 acres; the second piece 3 acres; and the third ~ acre. Reuben Sibley, Gent. of Sutton, on 
Aug. 15, 1805, sold to his youngest son, Nathaniel Sibley, his farm in Sutton which was "that 
om which the grantor now lives, with the buildings thereon, containing 116$ acres." ‘his tran- 
saction was acknowledged by Reuben Sibley Nov. 14, 1810 and recorded May 30, 1825. 


According to the History of Sutton, the Simson T. Stockwell place was first settled by 
Captain Reuben Sibley, but it was not known when he first located upon the farm. He lived and 
died there and was succeeded by his son, Captain Nathaniel Sibley (brother of Solomon), who 
also lived and died there. Nathaniel's son, Reuben, then became owner of the farm. After the 
death of Reuben, caused by an accident, his brother Sylvester Sibley, occupied the farm wmtil 
his death, when it was sold to Simeon Stockwell in 1878. 


Reuben Sibley served as a Captain, in the Revolutionary War, commissioned June 28, 1776. 


He was engaged in service at Dobbs Ferry, Tarrytown and North Castle, N.Y. in 1776; in 1778 
and 1780 at Rhode Island.

Professional genealogists have complained that Vermont is a stumbling block in their re- 
searches, that only too often a generation is ‘lost’ somewhere in the Green Mountains.

Others held it to be 
the New Hampshire Grants. Until admitted as the fourteenth state in 1791, Vermont was pretty 
much a wilderness and a violent wilderness at that. Little wonder if few private or public 
records were kept, or if even fewer survived the partisan raids and general chaos of this 
freewheeling time.

HIGHLIGHTS OF THE ANNUAL MEETING

The anmal report of the Treasurer, Mr. Lot A. Merrill, showed total receipts for the 
year of $1518.61, total disbursements of $1245.69, leaving a balance on hand of $536.89, which 
includes $263.97 carried over from the preceding year. 

The Editor, Mrs. Wilson MeTeer, reported that Volume XVIII of the DSGR Magazine had pre- 
sented 150 pages of genealogical material received fran 30 members living in 12 different 
states. This material included seven family histories, ten installments of local records, 
Bible records on thirteen families as well as features, queries and news. 

The Membership Chairman, Miss Maude C. Hathaway, gave a very encouraging report: 455 
paid up members in addition to 15 exchanges and 54 Magazine subscriptions, mostly from li- 
braries and associations. During the past year 47 members were dropped from the rolls be- 
cause of death or resignation. 

The Records Committee, with Mrs. M. H. S. Hicks as Chairman, has worked faithfully 
throughout the year, re-indexing all charts; so these can be entered in a new library file 
where they are now available for study. 

The Publications Committee, Mrs. Ralph Franklin Chairman, has now sold 57 copies of the 
new index for DSGR Magazine, Vols. XI-XV. With these sales the cost of publication has been 
met, and the Committee is able to report a net profit on the venture. 

The Research Committee, with Mrs. Edgar Montgomery as Chairman, has copied the 1627 
Territorial Census of Wayne Co., Mich. The result is published in this issue of the Magazine, 
and additional typewritten copies have been filed in Burton. - 











BACKGROUND FOR GENEALOGY

Genealogy is many things to many people - a hobby, a vocation, a recreation or 4 
femily duty. And for many it also becames an avenue leading to the broader field of history. 
Fran the local records which brighten and make clear our understanding of our own particular 
ancestors, it is an easy step to the annals of other people, especially if these annals deal 
with the more human, ordinary aspects of life. The great sweeps of history, concerned with 
wars, legislation and politics are sometimes hard to grasp and difficult to understand, but 
history broken down into tems of individuals, their personal interests and reactions, can be 
as newsy as the daily paper and yet, if carefully researched, can be as authentic as the 
encyclopedia. 


A new book-magazine, American Heritage, is dedicated to the presentation of this 
human aspect of history. It is published every two months in hard covers so that it may be 
enjoyed for years. It is already widely read and acclaimed for it merits the attention of 
everyone who loves the past, be he genealogist, historian or antiquarian. There is no better 
or more entertaining way to explore the history of our country than through the pages of this 
magazine. 





In each issue there are ten or twelve short articles on a great variety of topics. 
"Holiday Time at the 01d Country Store", brought to every reader the nostalgic sight and smell 
of that fascinating clutter. "How New York Greeted King Ludwig's Girl Friené", demonstrated 
that our largest city began a hundred years ago to lose its head over visiting celebrities. 
At "A King’s Funeral”, in 1910, Theodore Roosevelt walked in plain dress behind and noted the 
irascible manners of the beplumed royalty in front of him. No one of us can resist trying 
again, "Silly Sally swiftly shooed seven silly sheep", when we read "The Ancient Gane of Tongw 
Twisters". According to this exciting account, "The Greatest Balloon Voyage Ever Made", was 
more dengerous than some of our present aerial adventures. "A Nosegay of Valentines" reeked 
with the lace and color of a more sentimental day than ours. 


There have beer other pieces in more serious vein such as, "The Day They Burnt the 
Capital," "Was America Discovered before Columbus?" and "General Lee's Unsolved Problem." 
There were studies of our great men; one of Alexander Hamilton in which his often discussed 
genealogy was explored in detail; a medical history of George Washington that illuminated the 
medical practices of colonial times; an absorbing tale of the rich merchant sea trade of Sa- 
lem, Mass., a business which engaged many of our ancestors. An article, "Riding Circuit with 
Lincoln,” concerned not Lincoln so much 4s the small towns of Illinois with their ill-kept 
taverns and the stubborn people who brought their quarrels to court. A judge who rode the 
circuit wrote of these things in his letters to his wife. 


The magazines are illustrated with a host of pictures, many of them in color. The 
valentines are shown in all their original glory, as are collections of Staffordshire plates 
and other antiques. In a study of the Peale family there is not only a careful genealogical 
chart but reproductions of many of the fine paintings produced by that talented family. 
Famous historical paintings are reproduced in their own glowing colores. 


The editor of this magazine is Bruce Catton, who is not only an eminent historian 
but also a most skillful weaver of words. His brief essays on books contain many inspiring 
concepts that find heartfelt response fran everyone who loves history. The following para- 
graph is one such, taken from his comment, "New Skies and New Stars." 


"No American ever stands very far from the sea. Back of everyone of us is a long 
ocean voyage. No matter how far inland we may go or how long we may live there, we carry with 
us a racial memory of the wonder and peril of the empty seas--the feeling that all certitude 
has been left behind, and that what lies ahead is incredible wonder and the bright change of 
@ new world .... Our own people may have came over in the Meyflower or in a Black Ball packet, 
in the steerage of a North German Lloyd liner or in the fetid hold of a Yankee slaver. No 
matter; ahead for each one, lay something unpredictable, a life that would be lived on a new 
basis, and in a new way, an inner sense of going beyond the unconquerable sea to a world where, 
in one way or another, a fresh start could be made."

John Martindell, Quaker 


The English quaker, John Martindell born in 1676 in northern England came to Pennsylvania 
prior to 1700. This family name was known in Lincolnshire for nearly three hundred years and 
probably originated with a Martin who lived in a dell and was known as Martin of the Dell. 

John was a cordwainer, a maker of leather goods. About 1705 he married Mary Bridgman and lived 
in Bucks Co., Pa. where Mary died in 1727. Mary Bridgman born about 1687 was the only daughter 
of Walter and Blanche (Constable) Bridgnan. Walter Bridgman, a Quaker from Cornwall, England 
came to Philadelphia about 1682. Blanche Constable, also a Quaker, came to Pennsylvania in 
1685 with her brother Thomas and in 1686 married Walter Bridgman. They lived only a short time 
after their marriage, perhaps the victims of pioneer hardship or epidemic disease. However, 
through their daughter Mary, who apparently was reared by her uncle, Thamas Constable, they 
have had numerous descendants who have participated in the affairs of their chosen land. 


After the death of Mary, John Martindell re-married; it is recorded in 1738 he was dropped 
from membership in the Quaker Church of Philadelphia for "marrying out of unity", but was evi- 
dently reinstated in good standing as the Friends Meeting there recorded his death in 1750. 


Of the thirteen children of John and Mary, seven are believed to have had descendants: 
Thomas, be 1708; Mary, b. 1712; Alabretha, b. 1715; Hannah(?), b. 1717; John and Rachel, twins, 
b. 1719/20 and William b. 1723, the second son by that name. 


In 1762 Willian migrated, probably with a grovp of Quakers, to upper South Carolina to the 
area which in 1768 became the Canden District. He married Martha ---- who died after 1785. 
According to a great grandson, Elder Elijah Martindale of Indiana, names of their sons were 
John, James, William, Jr., Joseph and Thomas and two daughters who married Youngs. Willian, 
Sr. married second, prior to 1790, Elizabeth Whitley and had sons, Martin, Miles and Devid. 
Union County, South Carolina records show all the names except Thamas and also show additional 
names Elisa and Jesse. 


Quaker recoris of Cane Creek and Padgett's Creek in Union Co., South Carolina do not name 
the Martindales as actively participating in church affairs, but when Quakers left this area 


because of their opposition to slavery, William Martindale, Jr. was with the group who emigra- 
ted to Warren County, Ohio. 


James Martindale, son of William and Martha, was born in Bucks Co., Pa. probably 1751. In 
South Carolina he married a Miss Bishop who died about 1786, leaving Samuel, b. approximately 
1775, Martha, b. about 1780 and Thamnas, b. 1785. ‘These children went to the Miami Valley in 
Ohio with Martindale relatives and other South Carolina Quakers. James and his brother Will- 
iem, Jr., were in the Revolutionary War; James served in South Carolina fran 1780 wtil the 
war's end having attained the rank of lieutenant. He remained in South Carolina after the war, 
going to North Carolina about 1787 where he married Margaret Alexander. A son, John, was born 
there approximately 1788. In that seme year James was with the militia of Bedford Co., Va. 
and resided there several years. Later they moved to Greenbrier Co., Va. (now W. Va.) where 
their younger children were born. The other children of this wnion were Drusilla (or Josie), 
Tabitha Rife, Joseph Martindill, Mary (Polly) Fulton, David Martindale and James Alexander 
Martindale. In 1809 the family went to Gallia Co., Ohio. Soon after their arrival they joined 
with other families to orgaize the first Methodist church in Addison Township. There also, 
James met again his eldest son, Samuel, whom he had not seen since Sanuel was a child. Mer- 
garet died soon after 1830 and in 1837 James married Mary Gilmour. 


In Janes' will of 1840 he used the signature Martindell which was the same as that used 
by the inmigrant ancestor, John. Martindill is the spelling as corrected, on the first page 
of his pension application and is that used by the descendants of his sons Moses and Joseph. 
Martindale is most frequently used in the records and by most of his descendants.

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REPORT OF MEETINGS

Seated on the comfortable new library chairs, the September audience heard a program on 
the summer genealogical experiences of members, both at home and on trips afield. 

Mrs. Raymond Millbrook held in her hands a copy of her recently published Ness -- Western 
County, a history of her native Kansas county. 500 copies were originally printed, with more 
since. She announced that her book was written primarily for the 2000 families of Ness County. 
- « « Roy MeFee spoke of finding genealogy in his June class reunion in Vermont. . . George H. 
West told of traveling to see a woman relative, who said she was about equally related to Past 
President Haviland Reves. . . Past President George Blount was about to pursue genealogy in New 
York and Connecticut. . . lee Ashley did research in Western and Central New York... 
President George Raub told of a wanan selling the old family home, but keeping the front door- 
knob. . . Mra. Wilson McTeer showed a copy of the new genealogical quarterly, North Carolinian, 
published by our members, Russell Bidlack and Williem Perry Johnson. . . Mrs. Ralph Harmison 
found that at Salisbury, North Carolina, Rowan County records are kept and indexed in the city 
Library. Other records are at the County Building. The Kentucky Historical Society at Frank- 
fort has marriage, tax and census records in one roam, with index accessible to all. .. Miss 
Meude Hathaway told of the Pennsylvania Genealogical Society tracing missing heirs, to provide 
authentic material for a television program. . .Mra. Reginald P. Paterson won as first prize 
in a writing contest, an electric barbecue grill. . . Miss Hilah Eddy mentioned writing The 
Inll Book, a genealogy, in 1926. . . Miss Alice Serrell described research by herself and Miss 
Sarah Ven Van Hoosen Jones in Mormon libraries at Salt Lake City and Logan. .. Mra. Clara 
Sipperley told of tracing two families, one of them hers, as they moved, always together, from 
region to region through the generations. .. Mrs. George Blount portrayed her husband as a 
persevering genealogist. Seeking a certain household in Ontario, he plodded through dark, 
wind, rain and mud, with telephones out of order and families speaking only French. 





At the October meeting, an enthusiastic audience heard two authorities on their subjects. 
As a preliminary, we listened to the beginning of a series of talks by librarians of the Burton 
Historical Collection, on recent acquisitions. Miss Alice Cook of Burton made every word and 
second count. She first listed the Barbour Index on microfilm. This index to the entire 
Barbour Collection is on two sets of microfilms -- one arranged by persons and one by towns. 
Also described were three new books for the Soo Centennial: Sault Through One Hundred Years by 
Bald, Soo Canal by Ratigin, and River of Destiny by Baylis and Quaife; then two books on local 
history: y: Hamtramck Then and Now by Wo Wood, and Beth El Story by Katz; also three on Dutch settle- 
ment in Michigan: Man in Be Bearskin by Keuning, bes ides A land I Will Show and Story of Van 
Raalte, both by Schoolland. Miss Cook added a novel, Hatchet ; in the Sky by Gay, and 4 three rare 
books: City of the Mormons by Cogswell, Americans As They Are . by Ser Sealsfield, and one on the 
Moravians. Newly a acquired genealogies are: Blodgett, Duffield, Ells and Rust, Gerling, 
Robertson, Tarleton, Sibbet, Warren and Jackson, and Witherspoon, besides Thomas Hopkins of 
Providence and Oyster Bay, by our Vice ce President, Frank Roy Kepler. 

Alfred H. Whittaker, M.D., spoke on the story of Dr. William Beaumont, famed surgeon and 
pioneer physiologist, a man of whom he has made special study and written much. 

It was in 1822 at Fort Mackinac, Michigan, that one Alexis St. Martin, aged 19, suffered 
a gunshot wound destined to make both himself and Dr. Beaumont immortal. The injury included 
a considerable opening torn in the stomach wall. Under Dr. Beaumont’s expert care the patient 
recovered, but the stomach tear persisted in remaining open, except for a draping flap that 
could be pushed aside. Thus the process of digestion was for the first time revealed to the 
eye of science. The genius of Dr. Beaumont sprang to action. For years he conducted experi- 
ments, his conclusions fram which were later published. These covered the movements of the 
stomach walls, how foods compare in digestibility, and showed that the gastric juice is free 
hydrochloric. His amazing work solved for all time the riddle of stomach digestion. 

Today, at headquarters of the Wayne County Medical Society in Detroit, he is honored by a 
Beaumont Room, containing his portrait by Deane Keller of Yale University, two contemporary 
portraits on ivory of himself and Mrs. Beaumont, and collections of records and reports, be- 
sides a library of books about him. Meanwhile, on Mackinac Island itself, stands the Beaumont 
Memorial, a restoration of the original Ogilvie house. It is the accomplishment of the Michi- 
gan State Medical Society, rebuilt on the ancient masonry. Here, where Dr. Beaumont first 
treated Alexis St. Martin, is a Beaumont Collection, including Dean Cornwall's painting of the 
physician and his patient. Also seen are letters, the will, photographs, copies of writings, 
and even his surgical instruments. Both places are now American medical shrines. 
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A IETTER TO JENNY HUNTER 
Dear Jenny: 

Ancestor-hunting doesn't often bring the interesting challenge that you get in Pennsyl- 
vania. Probably no other state offers so much diveraity or so many chances of the ancestral 
trail leading you into new national groups, new religions, new areas of interest. 

I need three kinds of maps to keep oriented in Pennsaylvenia. The commonwealth as such 
dates from Charles II's lend grants to William Penn in 1682, but settlements began almost half 
a century before, so I use the AAA's map of “Delaware Valley" -- the great industrial section 
encircling Philadelphia and covering adjacent New Jersey and Delaware. Here came Swedes and 
Dutch and English and 500 of them were living in Pennsylvania when Penn arrived. 

My next map should be a map of the entire state, showing county lines, so that I my trace 
expansion. The best one is "The Genealogical Map of the Counties", prepared by the Bureau of 
Land Records, Dept. of Internal Affairs, Harrisburg, Pa. This shows the boundaries of 33 In- 
dian treaties and land purchases (1682-1792) and also how the 67 counties were set off, with 
dates of organization. 

I would like a map for each county in which I was working and here I'd probably write the 
Pa. Dept. of Commerce, Main Capitol Bldg., Harrisburg, and ask for copies of the "County Map 
Showing Townships (size 84x11)" for the specific counties I needed. On it I would show the 
date the land was first settled and under what county governments, records had been maintained. 
The original land records and wills are maintained in the various counties and here, as else- 
where, you may have to search 3 or 4 county seats for the records pertaining to a single fami- 
ly who never moved fram one homesite. 

Original land grants are found in the Land Office (Room 543 of the Capitol Bldg., at Har- 
risburg) but later records are found by counties. The County Recorder or Clerk of the Courts 
or County Register are titles used and in some of the amaller counties, all records are in the 
custody of one department. The probate court is called the Orphans’ Court and here will be 
found wills, administrations, etc. 

Genealogically speaking, Pennsylvania is like Gaul: divided into three parts. The divi- 
ding lines between Quaker, German and Scotch-Irish are geographical and religious as well as 
national. When William Penn founded his colony, he invited all persecuted peoples to join him 
there and promised them liberty and freedom of worship. The counties in the southeastern part 
of the state received the first immigrants -- Quakers from England, Ireland and Wales and 
English from other colonies and the Weat Indies. This section became dominantly English and 
Quaker. 

Beginning in Germantown in 1683 and fanning out west and north from that area, the next 
settlers were Germans or “Pennsylvania Dutch” as they are called today. This group has been 
the most persistent and cohesive in maintaining its culture, customs and religion. The typical 
German before 1727 probably came for religious freedom, with money enough to buy land and set- 
tle his femily and was likely to be a Mennonite or Mbravian. After 1727, the motive was pro- 
bably economic as ships' agents signed up immigrants by the thousands all along the Rhine from 
Holland into Switzerland. Meany came as indentured servants, working their way. There were 
Huguenots, Hollanders and other groups who were absorbed into the Pennsylvania Germans -- which 
makes for surprises on ones ancestral treil. 

The third outstanding group were the Scotch-Irish, who settled first in the Cumberland 
Valley. I don't know that Davy Crockett was of this strain but he could have been. The Scotch 
-Irish were typical frontieranen, hardy, self-reliant and adventurous. Stern Presbyterians, 
though never too submissive, they spread all over southwestern Pennsylvania and beyond. 

Parts of Pennsylvania were claimed -- and sanetimes settled -- by folk from Maryland, 
Connecticut and Virginia. Which explains such items as a Virginia court docket for Augusta 
County, Virginia dealing with courts held among the Scotch-Irish in Washington Co. or an 18- 
year-old widow who walked home to Dutchess County, N.Y. after the Wyoming Valley massacre, but 
sold her husband's land in Connecticut. 

Pennsylvania has been diligent in publishing the early records. 16 volumes of Colonial 
Records were succeeded by the Pennsylvania Archives, now in the ninth series. Indexing for 
Series 8 and 9 has not been published as yet, but is available in manuscript at the Pennsyl- 
vania Division of Public Records (Roan 221, Education Building, Harrisburg. ) 

As vital records were not kept on 4 state-wide basis until 1906, we have to depend to a 
great degree on passenger lists and on Bible and church records. To help in locating these, 
visit your nearest genealogical library and look for the following: 


Pennsylvania Magazine of History and Biography, published by the Historical Society of Pennsyl- 
vania.

name of the ship or the approximate date.) 

Barr Ferree's Pennsylvania Primer, which gives excellent background material. 

Pennsylvania history is cherished and collected by literally hundreds of groups, actively 
interested in their own little corners of the state's history, usually set up by denominational 
or geographical areas. The first port of call is of course the State Library at Harrisburg. 
Here you will find census records for 1810 and for 1830-1880 inclusive, with the manuscript 
records for 1870 indexed. Also available here are microfilms of county records for many in- 
portant counties such as Adams, Berks, Chester, Cumberland, Dauphin, Delaware, Lancaster, 
Lebanon, Montgomery, Perry, Philadelphia and York. Besides printed genealogies, county his- 
tories and much manuscript material, the State Library has a place name file to help in lo- 
cating church records or graveyards, etc. This is the depository for DAR compilations. Did 
your Pennsylvania ancestor have a coat of arms? If so, you'll probably find it here. Micro- 
film readers and photostat facilities are available and the library is open fran 8:30 to 5:00 
with Saturday hours of 8:30-11:30 a.m. If your written inquiry demands mich work, searchers 
can be recommended. 

The Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania, housed in the beautiful building of the Histori- 
eal Society of Pennsylvania at 1300 Locust Street in Philadelphia, has been collecting and 
preserving genealogical material for many years. Huge cases hold collections -- by counties 
-- of church records, Bible records, vital records compiled fram newspapers, tax lists, ab- 
stracts of wills and indices of administrations, road petitions and many other compilations. 
Each volume is indexed and is quite apt to be done in beautiful longhand script. Here is much 
material on New Jersey and Delaware; English Friends" records; the great collections of Gilbert 
Cope and other noted genealogists. In the great library of the Historical Society on the floor 
above, genealogy is well represented in its half-million volume collection. Open 9-5 daily 
Monday-Saturday, except during the summer when the library is closed on Saturdays -- and closed 
entirely during the month of August. 

The county and church historical societies are rich in material. The Friends Historical 
Library at Swarthmore College is the depository for the unpublished Quaker records collected 
by Dr. Hinshaw. Quaker meeting records in manuscript and on film were so tempting, I could 
have stayed there for days. York County Historical has exhaustive reports on over 500 family 
names in that county and card files and microfilms of church, cemetery and court records. 
Fackenthal Library at Franklin & Marahall College in Lancaster has German Reformed Church re- 
cords. When “stuck” in Pennsylvania, hunt for the nearest historical society or library -- 
and I'll bet you'll find a helping hand.
